A Nucleus for Public Relations 


N several occasions during and after the war 

Thoroughbred racing had to go around with a 
black eye, not because it had run into an open 
door in the dark, but because somebody had socked 
it with a blunt instrument. 

Two of the articles which caused the most re- 
sentment among racing people were published in 
Collier’s and Life. It would be encouraging if 
we could assume that neither of these was actual- 
ly damaging, since they were both so warped in 
spirit and so completely dissociated from fact 
that any reader with a normal gullibility quotient 
would have known better than to accept their con- 
clusions. But many people have high gullibility 
ratings, and some of them work in Washington, 
and we are confident that Kyle Crichton’s article 
in Collier’s with regard to racing and transporta- 
tion was partly responsible for the four-month 
ban on racing in 1945. It helped to give the peo- 
ple a mental “set” to accept the ban, at least until 
they began to perceive that it was not justified by 
the facts or in the light of other Government 
policies. 

One article in the Reader’s Digest was a terrific 
wallop. Although it was as divorced from reality 
as a Dali painting, it made a powerful impression. 
The general public is not yet aware that the name 
of the Reader’s Digest is a misnomer. It did not 
know that the Digest is no longer a digest, but 
simply another magazine, subject to whatever dis- 
tortions occur to the mind of a capricious editor. 
It did not know that the article in question was 
prepared at the direction of the Reader’s Digest, 
planted in an obscure magazine, and “reprinted” 
as one of the outstanding contributions to maga- 
zine literature. Because the public has not yet 
caught up with this manifestly dishonest editorial 
policy, the Reader’s Digest is probably still the 
most powerful maker of public opinion, and even 
its Baron Munchausen yarns are likely to be ac- 
cepted at face value, as witness the story of the 
boy who could converse freely with horses—horses 
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Number 5 


which obviously had been reading Daily Racing 
Form. 


Under such conditions in American journalism 
it is no wonder that most of the people connected 
with the Turf have come to feel that for racing, 
as well as for the world, the atomic age has ar- 
rived, when the sport may be blasted into limbo 
by a weapon against which it has no adequate 
defense. 

Thus in the last year or so the Turf has been 
very much concerned with the problem of public 
relations. 

Now, a public relations program for an indus- 
try so variously constituted as racing is very much 
like peace in a world so variously constituted. 
Nearly everybody is in favor of peace. It is the 
mechanism of peace which gives us pause. Nearly 
everybody is in favor of a public relations pro- 
gram. It is only the mechanism that remains to 
be worked out. And there’s the rub. 

The machinery of a public relations program in 
racing is difficult to set up for precisely the same 
reason that the machinery of international peace 
is difficult. For whatever group is entrusted with 
the job of public relations necessarily comes into 
possession of power over other groups—the power 
that goes with the facilities for whipping, push- 
ing, nudging, or coaxing public opinion in one di- 
rection or another. The world’s history docu- 
ments and explains why power is never yielded 
except grudgingly. 


We hope that racing soon can work out its pub- 
lic relations program on a broader scale than at 
present (through the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations and other organizations it has a limited 
program). But the fact that nothing has been 
announced suggesting a co-ordinated effort is evi- 
dence that somewhere along the line the old ques- 
tion of power is still blocking the road. Further 
efforts undoubtedly will be made. 


In the meantime we face a situation. Racing is 
expanding at a heady speed. It is virtually cer- 
tain to go too far in some directions. It is vir- 
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tually certain to catch the devil. It will make 
mistakes, and will be accused of mistakes it didn’t 
make. Somehow racing must devise ways and 
means of appraising properly the criticism that 
lies ahead. It must learn to accept that which is 
justified and it must learn to refute that which is 
not justified. 


Toward this end a beginning can be made, with- 
out waiting longer for the formal creation of a 
public relations organization. A step can be 
taken which is, in reality, the most important step 
of all—one which needs to be taken regardless of 
whatever else happens or fails to happen. 

Racing can set up, through co-operative efforts, 
and without hazarding the delegation of power, a 
system through which the facts regarding it can 
be made available to all—to the general public for 
its own use, and to racing itself for the docu- 
mentation of its internal functions and problems. 

The first major goal should be the establish- 
ment of a complete center of information regard- 
ing racing, which should stand in much the same 
relationship to the sport as the Congressional Li- 
brary to the nation. In Army terminology it 
would be called a documentation center. It would 
include, as nearly as possible, the whole literature 
of racing and breeding, rare old books and peri- 
odicals, the old and current chronicles, files of pic- 
tures, motion pictures, statistics, all the substan- 
tial articles criticising racing, the stud books and 
racing calendars of the whole world, the records 
of racing commissions, files for the use of licens- 
ing committees, reports of chemical and veteri- 
nary research, and a thousand other items—in 
short, whatever knowledge we need. 

A great many organizations and individuals in 
racing could contribute to the creation of such a 
center, and it could be administered simply as a 
great library is administered. It would be open 
to all who might wish to use it—writers, propa- 
gandists pro and con, research workers, radio 
script writers, the motion picture industry, all the 
executive and professional people in racing, the 
people who simply like horses, ete. 

If a general public relations program is set up 
later, the center of information would become its 
most important source of supply. If such a pro- 
gram is never set up, the documentation center 
would in itself create such a program—more effec- 
tively, perhaps, than anything else could do, be- 
cause it would be exerting its influence through 
many organizations and individuals, which is 
more in keeping with a country whose strength 
lies in its use of democratic procedures. 


Second phase of this documentation program 
would be the multiplication, through the use of 
microfilm, of its records, and making them avail- 
able in many cities throughout the country. Thus 
the original treasures of information which would

have to be housed in a building of fitting size and 
elegance could be duplicated in their entirety in 
microfilm, and the library, thus condensed, could 
be housed in a single room in Seattle, Wash., or 
Miami, Fla., or Fort Worth, Texas, or anywhere 
else. The cost for such service, which might be 
financed under state or local auspices, would be 
trivial in comparison with its great value.

Pure Moonshine 


OSSIBLY someone is going to get tired of 
hearing of the Jersey Act if things go on the 
way they’ve been going, but a few reflections were 
engendered by an article in last week’s issue of 
THE BLoop-HorsE by Miss F. M. Prior, in which a 


good deal was made of the “absolute purity of. 


blood” which has resulted in “the supremacy of 
the British Thoroughbred.” 


This was odd chiefly because it came from Miss 
Prior; a good many people have said more or less 
the same thing before and, for all I know, believed 
it. But Miss Prior, whose work in the field is very 
well known wherever Thoroughbreds are studied, 
is, I believe, a daughter of C. M. Prior. And it 
was Mr. Prior’s painstakingly careful work which 
exploded the fable of the “Royal mares” at the 
tap-roots of all English pedigrees, and it was Mr. 
Prior who said, after a great deal of examination, 
that only three tap-root mares had provable East- 
ern origins. 

Miss Prior, you have to assume, knows the 
background of the British Thoroughbred. She 
must be familiar with those many entries in Vol- 
ume I of the General Stud Book, such as “the Old- 
field Mare, of which nothing is known, but she 
was described as highly bred,” or “It has often 
been asserted that the above Tartar Mare foaled 
Queen Mab at the age of 36, but we are of the 
opinion that this is rendered more than doubtful.” 
Miss Prior must know that “absolute purity” does 
not exist in any pedigree in any stud book, and all 
“absolute purity” could mean at its very best 
would be that every strain went back to Arab, 
Turk, or Barb. 

Miss Prior must be thoroughly aware that the 
work of compiling a stud book was begun consid- 
erably more than a hundred years after racing 
was fairly well formed in England, and that many 
pedigrees were lost, miscopied, and misrepre- 
sented, and that the first James Weatherby was 
under no illusions as to the completeness of the 
information available to him, when he published 
in 1791 An Introduction to a General Stud Book. 
Miss Prior just has to know that there is no such 
thing as “absolute purity” in a Thoroughbred 
pedigree. 

You must remember also that a good many of 
the “impurities” in American stock date from a 
time when there was no General Stud Book. If a 
mare was foaled in England and shipped to Amer- 
ica unraced, she was more or less bound to be- 
come an “unknown.” There was no report of the 


foaling, of course, because there was no one before 
1791 to whom to report it. 


Aside from the out- 
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side chance of some contemporary reference or 
record turning up years later, such a mare inevi- 
tably became detached from her pedigree; pedi- 
grees weren’t taken too seriously then, if only be- 
cause there was nothing but personal integrity 
for a pedigree to depend on. 

And the impurities, where they actually exist, 
are of such microscopic nature that they do not 
matter. With a modern American horse you can 
go back, say, 15 generations without any difficulty. 
In the fifteenth generation there are 32,768 an- 
cestors (many of them duplicated of course). Of 
what possible importance now is the “absolute 
purity” of any one of these? 

It is, of course, selection of breeding stock, 
tested on the tracks, which has made the race 
horse, of whatever nation. Anyone who tells you 
that there is some mystical value in the “absolute 
purity” of an ancestor 150 years dead is merely 
talking moonshine. 

Miss Prior has another curious omission—curi- 
ous in one who knows the history of the General 
Stud Book. It is quite true that in 1901, as Miss 
Prior says, the “editors of the stud book in Eng- 
land became concerned for preserving the purity 
of the book.” But Miss Prior seems to have forgot- 
ten what they did about it. They took the matter 
to the Jockey Club, asking advice. The stewards 
of that body consulted most of the principal 
breeders in England. They came to a conclusion 
which was the result of mature deliberation, re- 
member—a carefully considered verdict handed 
down by the highest authorities of the English 
Turf. It was the best definition of a Thorough- 
bred you can imagine: “Any animal claiming ad- 
mission should be able to prove satisfactorily 
some eight or nine crosses of pure blood, to trace 
back for at least a century, and to shew such per- 
formances of its immediate family on the Turf as 
to warrant the belief in the purity of its blood.” 

Then American horses came on the market and 
this wise and reasoned definition was rescinded; 
the Jersey Act was inserted in its place. As Miss 
Prior says, 55 American yearlings were sold at 
Newmarket in 1909, and the position of the-stud 
book “was further reviewed.” Just a coincidence. 

However, possibly this is a futile argument. It 
is of minor importance why the Jersey Act was 
adopted. It’s there, anyway, wherever it came 
from or why. As long as it exists the world’s 
Thoroughbred markets are England’s. As far as 
this department is concerned, it is only this point 
that is important. 

Miss Prior makes the point that England allows 
her half-breds to race (and our half-breds, too). 
That’s all right; but it hasn’t anything to do with 
the Jersey Act. She also brings up that Thanker- 
ton business, and fails to note that at the time 
The Jockey Club got itself busy and wrote Rule 
59 (b), providing that horses ineligible for regis- 
tration but with a satisfactory racing record may 
be given a permit allowing them to race in this 
country. In other words, we had a rule which 
barred Thankerton, so we changed it. You 
oughtn’t to skip over little details like that, Miss 
Prior. 
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An Association of 
Thoroughbred Clubs 


HE Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso- 

ciation, an organization all of whose members 
are breeders and owners of Thoroughbred horses 
in the area around Louisville, held its regular 
meeting Tuesday evening, January 29, at the 
Brown Hotel. Principal speaker was James C. 
Stone, of Lexington, a director of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, who talked of plans to 
set up a National Association of Thoroughbred 
Clubs, and explained the action of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America in requesting The Jockey 
Club to refuse the registration of horses from 
countries which do not accept the American Stud 
Book in its entirety. When the meeting adjourn- 
ed, the Louisville group had become the first or- 
ganization to ratify the proposed agreement set- 
ting up a National Association of Thoroughbred 
Clubs, and it had unanimously endorsed the action 
of its directors in supporting the Thoroughbred 
Club of America in its stand on the Jersey Act. 


During the past three months the Louisville 
group, the Thoroughbred Club of America at Lex- 


‘ington, and the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee 


with headquarters at Nashville have been coop- 
erating in working out tentative plans for estab- 
lishing the nucleus of a national organization. 
On January 19 a joint meeting of directors of the 
three clubs was held at the Keeneland Race 
Course, Lexington, and agreed upon the proposal 
to be recommended to the membership of each of 
the three clubs for approval. Early this week the 
text of the proposal was mimeographed and 
mailed to the members. 


The Louisville group moved at once to ratify 
the proposal for a national association of clubs. 
The Thoroughbred Club of America, generally 
considered the parent organization, announced 
that it would take up the question for action at its 
meeting of Saturday, February 2, at the La- 
fayette Hotel, Lexington. The Tennessee club 
was expected to act quickly. 


If there was to be much debate on the question, 
the liveliest part of it was expected to come at the 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of America. 
The progress of the plan-making had been re- 
ported to the members, and on the one occasion, 
early in the proceedings, when there was brief 
discussion on the floor, some opposition had been 
expressed, along with a few warnings to proceed 
cautiously. With caution warnings duly observed, 
the directors of the club had given their unani- 
mous approval and recommendation to the pro- 
posal jointly worked out. 


The proposal as submitted provides for a loose 
organization through a Central Committee com- 
posed of three representatives from each of the 
member clubs. No president or other officer is 
provided for, except that, in deference to the older 
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and more widely known Thoroughbred Club of 
America, it is provided that the first chairman 
of the Central Committee shall be the ranking 
member of the delegation of that club. 


The national association, as contemplated, 
would exercise no control over the individual 
clubs, each of which would remain autonomous. 
t would serve as a co-ordinating agency and 
would receive applications for membership from 
new clubs. Its approval of such applications 
would be subject to ratification by organizations 
already included in the association. 

If the national association is formed the next 
question would be whether other communities 
would form Thoroughbred Clubs and whether the 
clubs, once formed, would wish to become affili- 
ated. The presumption that clubs in other cities 
and communities would wish to join was the con- 
sideration which prompted the attempt to organ- 
ize the national body. The framework of the 
proposed association purposely was left somewhat 
loose in order that, when its shape is more defi- 
nitely determined, a more nearly national repre- 
sentation may participate in fixing its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. 

Expectation of those who framed the condi- 
tions of the proposed association is that new clubs 
will be organized on a community basis and will 
bear local names, as Thoroughbred Club of St. 
Louis, Thoroughbred Club of Fort Worth, ete. 
The rapidly growing interest in Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding and the natural gregarious- 
ness of people who like to talk about horses sug- 
gested that soon there might be Thoroughbred 
Clubs all over the country. 


PROPOSAL 


PROPOSAL for the organization of a Na- 

tional Association of Thoroughbred Clubs, 
herewith submitted with the unanimous approval 
of a joint meeting of the directors of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, Lexington; the Ken- 
tucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, Louis- 
ville; and the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, 
Nashville. This proposal is now laid before the 
full membership of the three clubs for ratification 
and approval. : 


1. NAME. 


The name of this organization shall be the 
National Association of Thoroughbred Clubs.

. PURPOSES. 


To encourage, promote, and extend Thor- 
oughbred Clubs in centers of interest in Thor- 
oughbred racing and breeding, as forums for 
the dissemination of information and the dis- 
cussion of issues. 

To further the knowledge of the Thorough- 
bred and the sport of racing through the es- 
tablishment of liaison facilities for the member 
clubs. 

To make available the means through which 
a common understanding can be reached by

. ORGANIZATION OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


The affairs of the organization shall be di- 
rected by a Central Committee, composed of 
three members from each of the member clubs. 
The directors of each club should approve each 
of that club’s appointments to the Central 
Committee. When the Central Committee is 
first constituted, each club should appoint to its 
membership one committeeman for a_ three- 
year term, one for two years, one for one year, 
and the terms thereafter should be for three 
years. The chairman of the Central Commit- 
tee for the first three years should be the three- 
year representative from the senior organiza- 
tion, the Thoroughbred Club of America.

The Central Committee shall have power to 
increase or decrease the number of its members 
by changing the number of representatives ap- 
pointed to it from each member club, provided 
the number of representatives from each club 
remain equal to the number from each of the 
other clubs, and provided that any such change 
be ratified by the directors of a majority of the 
member clubs. 

In the event of the inability of one or more 
of its representatives to attend a meeting of 
the Central Committee, the president or board 
of directors of: a club shall have the power to 
appoint alternates or substitutes to participate, 
with voting privileges, in the meeting of the 
Central Committee. : 

To account for secretarial and incidental 
(but not traveling) expenses the secretary of 
each member club shall forward to the Central 
Committee annual dues at the rate of one dol- 
lar per member per year. These payments

The accompanying text is that of a memo- 
randum submitted this week to the member- 
ships of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, and the 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. If the proposal here set forth receives 
the approval of these three organizations, the 
National Association of Thoroughbred Clubs 
will have been set in action. 

Since horsemen in other communities will 
be interested in setting up local organizations 
and possibly in affiliating with the national 
body, if such an association is created, the 
full text of the proposal and procedure is 
given here.

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shall be made not later than March 31, 1946, 
and not later than January 31 of each year 
thereafter. 


The charter members of the organization 
are to be the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, and the 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, 
as now constituted. Nothing in their agree- 
ment upon a mutual affiliation should be con- 
strued as affecting the autonomy or identity of 
any of the member organizations. 


. DUTIES OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


The duties of the Central Committee shall 

be: 

1. To meet at least four times a year. 

2. To receive applications for membership, 
pass upon them, and, whenever an applica- 
tion is approved, refer it to the member 
clubs for ratification. 

3. To consider charges against member clubs, 
and, whenever it finds one guilty of unbe- 
coming conduct, to initiate action looking 
toward its expulsion. 

4. To act in matters of common interest. 


. QUALIFICATIONS OF APPLICANTS FOR 


AFFILIATION. 


The Central Committee will welcome applica- 
tions from other organized groups to become 
affiliated, but no application should be consid- 
ered acceptable unless it is accompanied by evi- 
dence that the organization meets, or proposes 
to meet, the following conditions: 


(a) It must have at least 25 members. 


(b) At least 60 per cent of its members must 
be breeders or owners of Thoroughbred 
horses. 

(c) It must meet at least six times a year. 


(d) It must submit copies of its adopted con- 
stitution and by-laws, and the roster of 
its officers and members, with their clas- 
sifications, and these must be acceptable 
to the Central Committee. 


For a new club to gain membership its ap- 
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plication must be accepted by a three-fourths 
vote of the Central Committee and approved 
by all the member clubs, through a majority 
vote of the board of directors of each of the 
member clubs. 


A club, once affiliated with the national or- 
ganization, may be deprived of its affiliation by 
a two-thirds vote of the Central Committee, 
provided the action of the Central Committee is 
ratified by the boards of directors of a majority 
of the other member clubs. 


6. TEMPORARY AND PERMANENT ORGANIZATIONS. 


The joint meeting of directors recommends 
that not later than January 1, 1948, the Cen- 
tral Committee and the member clubs shall 
consider whether a new constitution and by- 
laws should be written and submitted for ratifi- 
cation. 

Memorandum of the Procedure Leading Up To 


The Proposal ef a National Association of 
Thoroughbred Clubs. 


1. The idea of a national association of organi- 
zations similar to the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, with headquarters at Lexington, Ky., 
has been discussed many times by horsemen. 
There is a growing belief that similar organiza- 
tions should be formed in many cities and com- 
munities, and that a national association would be 
helpful in organizing and orienting new clubs, 
without attempting to control their policies. 

2. As the result of an informal suggestion 
emanating from a meeting of the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association (Louisville) last 
fall, a meeting of representatives of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association, and the Thor- 
oughbred Club of Tennessee was held in the 
Library of the Keeneland Race Course on Tues- 
day, November 13. The representatives of the 
three clubs at that meeting approved by the 
boards of directors of the clubs, were: for the 
Thoroughbred Club of America—Charles A. As- 
bury, president, James C. Stone, Charles A. Ken- 
ney, and J. A. Estes, directors; for the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association—J. Graham 
Brown, president, Wathen Knebelkamp, secre- 
tary, Roscoe Goose, director, S. Bryant Ott and 
Clifford Lussky, members; for the Thoroughbred 
Club of Tennessee—Grainger Williams, president, 
Miss Mildred Woolwine, secretary, and D. E. 
Holeman, director. Mr. Estes was elected chair- 
man of the meeting and the following resolution, 
moved by Mr. Williams, seconded by Mr. Knebel- 
kamp, was approved: 


Moved by Mr. Williams: That this meeting 
suggest to the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica, the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, and 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation that each of these three organiza- 
tions appoint three members to constitute 
the membership of a joint committee which 
shall bear instructions to work out tentative 
plans for a national organization; that the 
committee meet within thirty days, and as 
soon thereafter as possible refer its recom- 
mendations to a joint meeting of the directors 
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of the three clubs; and that, when the direc- 
tors, in join session, shall have arrived at an 
agreement, the plan be submitted to the mem- 
bership of each of the three clubs for ratifica- 
tion. 


3. The joint committee met at the Brown Hotel, 
Louisville, Kentucky, Thursday, December 6. Mr. 
Estes was elected chairman, Mr. Knebelkamp sec- 
retary. It agreed upon proposals to be placed be- 
fore a joint meeting of the board of directors and 
before the directors of the individual clubs. 

4. The joint meeting of directors of the three 
clubs was held in the Library at the Keeneland 
Race Course Saturday, January 19, 1946. Mr. 
Asbury, president of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, was elected chairman of the meeting, 
and Mr. Knebelkamp secretary. The report of 
the joint committee was submitted by Mr. Estes, 
and, with amendments which have been incor- 
porated into the text of the foregoing Proposal, 
unanimously approved. 

Present at the joint meeting of directors were 
the following officers and directors:

5. The Proposal is being submitted to all mem- 
bers of the three organizations contemplated as 
charter members. In each of these organizations 
a vote of the membership will be taken at the 
earliest opportunity. 

6. If the Proposal is ratified by the members of 
all three clubs, each club will proceed to name its 
representatives on the Central Committee, and the 
Central Committee will hold its first meeting at 
the Brown Hotel, Louisville, on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 16, 1946.

W. S. Threlkeld 


S. THRELKELD, 72, of Pleasureville, 
e Henry County, Ky., a farmer, banker, and 
breeder of Thoroughbred horses, died at his home 
on the night of January 29. Mr. Threlkeld had 
bred horses for many years, though on a small 
scale, and was one of the earliest Kentucky breed- 
ers to sell yearlings under auspices of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. He 
had been in declining health for some time. 

Survivors are a niece, Mrs. Elizabeth Sauers, 
Louisville, and a cousin, Eugene Magruder, of 
Pleasureville. Burial was at Pleasureville on 
February 1. 

During his breeding operations, Mr. Threlkeld 
rarely owned more than ten broodmares; he had 
about five at the time of his death. Among the 
horses bred by him were the stakes winners Idle 
Thoughts, Little Asbestos, Kakapo, and Epatant. 
One of the most successful of these was Kakapo, 
winner of the Fort Thomas Handicap and the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes in 1931. She earned 
a total of $35,010. 

A kindly man, genial and sharp-witted, Mr. 
Threlkeld was frequently consulted by younger 
breeders and had much to do with the develop- 
ment of Thoroughbred breeding in the area near 
Louisville. 


W. F. Patterson 


At his home in Hempstead, Long Island, Wil- 
liam Francis (Frank) Patterson died Sunday, 
January 27, at the age of 82. He had been ill for 
more than two years and had had no active con- 
nection with racing for about four years. 

Before his retirement Mr. Patterson had de- 
voted a full lifetime to the Turf, and he was one 
of the many old-timers who “could have written a 
book.” A native of New York City, he had 
worked in many capacities and had a wide knowl- 
edge of the sport. Many years ago he was chart- 
maker and racing correspondent for the San 
Francisco Chronicle. He was an employee of Gott- 
fried Walbaum when the latter purchased the 
Saratoga track, and worked with him for about 
twenty years. He was agent for the stables of 
Mrs. Payne Whitney and J. F. Byers. He served 
in numerous other capacities, and devoted his 
spare time to handicapping the races, clocking 
workouts, collecting an excellent Turf library 
(sold a few years ago to Daily Racing Form), and 
indexing stud books and sales catalogues. 

He is survived by his second wife, Mrs. Sybilla 
Breitung Patterson, and a daughter, Mrs. C. B. 
Brush, of Larchmont, N. Y.

Trainer Ray Williams, 35, died at Livermore, 
Calif., on January 14 as a result of burns received 
when he was releasing horses from a burning 
stable at the Alameda County Fair Grounds.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 
TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
The Fair Grounds Is Back 


HE return of the New Orleans Fair Grounds 

to active status gave winter racing its usual 
number of three tracks in operation. After hav- 
ing been closed down since January 10 because of 
unusually muddy track conditions, which contrib- 
uted to a series of spills, the course opened again 
on Saturday, January 26, with a nine-race pro- 
gram. The crowd, estimated at 8,000, which at- 
tended the re-opening was among the largest of 
the meeting, and the pari-mutuel handle of $271,- 
460 alsc was among the largest. 

During the shutdown, the top layer of the track 
was scarified and some sandy soil worked in, al- 
lowding better drainage. About three years ago 
the track was similarly treated, but the sand had 
washed away, exposing a slippery clay surface. 

Directors of the track decided to close the meet- 
ing on March 5, as originally planned, but racing 
will be held on Mondays hereafter, and the origi- 
nal 75-day meeting will be reduced to 68 days. A 
realignment of the stakes schedule has been neces- 
sitated. The $15,000-added Louisiana Derby will 
be raced March 5 instead of March 2, and the 
$25,000 New Orleans Handicap will be run March 
2 instead of February 23. Feature races which 
were not held because of the shutdown will be 
assigned new dates. On the day of reopening, the 
races filled very well and were run on a fast 
track. 


Attendance at Hialeah Park was good and the 
mutuel handle was even better. On Wednesday, 
January 23, a new Florida record of $1,258,898 
was established, but before many superlatives 
could be brought to bear, it jumped up to $1,413,- 
518 on Thursday and to $1,466,977 on Saturday. 
During the period of January 21-26, attendance 
averaged 18,516, and betting averaged $1,292,901. 
This was the first full week of operation for Hia- 
leah. 


Santa Anita Park bloomed luxuriantly during 
its five-day week. The attendance average of 
33,400 was the best since the meeting opened on 
December 29, and the average mutuel handle of 
$2,545,310 also touched a new level. Saturday, 
January 26, brought another $3,000,000-day, only 
this time it verged toward $4,000,000; the exact 
figures were $3,627,250. 

The California track raised its minimum purse 
from $3,000 to $3,200; the increase is designed to 
allow for increased awards to grooms and exer- 
cise boys. The new scale provides $20 to the 
groom of a winning horse and $10 to the grooms 
of losers; formerly it was $15 and $5. 

The award to exercise boys is an innovation at 
Santa Anita and follows a precedent set at Hia- 
leah Park a few days previously. Trainers’ 
awards vary from $75 to $100, according to the 
size of the purse. All the awards are deducted 


from the purse money.

Main Man Sold 


ANCHO SANTA FE, Calif., January 26.— 
Main Man (Hildur—Rose Mist, by St. Rock), 
a stakes winner of $68,725, has been sold by Louis 
B. Mayer and is now at the head of a new breed- 
ing farm at Rancho Santa Fe, Calif. The pur- 
chaser is J. C. Donnelly, who intends to breed 
Thoroughbreds at a new 14-acre ranch. Mr. Don- 
nelly, who lives in Glendale, owned this ranch be- 
fore the war, sold it, then repurchased it two 
months ago. At present he has three mares, Val- 
dina Niece (by Gallant Fox), Split Silk (by Kai- 
Sang), and Wendy Wee (by *Soon Over). He 
plans to purchase some more and take in boarders. 
Mr. and Mrs. Donnelly come down to the ranch 
for week ends, as their daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl Tarr, are managing the farm. 
The Donnelly farm is next to George M. Buck- 
nam’s Rancho San Dieguito, and John E. Howe’s 
Juan Osuna Ranch is just half a mile away. 
These make Rancho Santa Fe the beginning of a 
Thoroughbred center, especially so with the Del 
Mar track only four miles distant. 


The apparently indestructible Bull Reigh won 
another $10,000 race at Santa Anita Park the 
other day. A day or so previous, his first foal, a 
colt, was born. The Los Angeles Times reported 
that the colt’s owner, Dr. L. E. McGee, refused 
$10,000 for him the day he was foaled. The colt 
is out of Nourishment, by Manna, dam of the win- 
ners Black Bread, Scotch Bread, and Paula’s 
Lulu. By winning the Mioland Handicap on Janu- 
ary 19, Bull Reigh increased his earnings to 
$182,830, placing him 46th on the list of 50 lead- 
ing American money-winners. 


A. C.T. and Circle W 


USTIN C. TAYLOR, of Vancouver, B. C., 
whose A. C. T. Stock Farm raced Indian 
Broom, Special Agent, Whichcee, and others be- 
fore the war, may be back racing a stable before 
long. He won’t admit it, as he says he is too busy 
at present. However, he claimed six mares on 
Canadian tracks last year, bought a few more, 
and is breeding them all to the three stallions at 
his A. C. T. Stock farm at Milner, B. C. These 
stallions are Wahmonie (by *North Star III),

A stallion that was bred to a few mares at Mr. 
Howard’s San Ysidro Ranch last year has been 
sold. This is the 6-year-old Palace Guard, by the 
English classic winner Windsor Lad out of *Cath- 
erine Clover, by Gainsborough. His buyer was 
not disclosed, but he was shipped to Mexico City. 

Penalo, by Peter Pan, and Exhibit, by Display, 
are still at the stud at the San Ysidro Ranch. 
Porter’s Cap, by The Porter, is also there, and 
probably will be bred to a few mares again this 
year. 

A Howard stallion that will be used for breed- 
ing for the first time this year is the Argentine- 
bred *Souto (1937, by Tresiete—Sentina, by Fish- 
erman). He is a full brother to *Sorteado, a 
triple crown winner in South America and later 
a noted distance performer in the United States, 
destroyed in the midst of his racing career. 

Sea Sovereign and Sea Swallow are at the San 
Ysidro Ranch. Both were fired last August, and 
it is hoped that they will be able to get to the 
races late this year. 

*Fair Truckle (by Fair Trial), which Mr. 
Howard purchased from Ireland, is getting ac- 
climatized at the southern ranch after his recent 
arrival in this country. He won three races in 
five starts abroad last year. 


Sabu made only a few starts, and 


Slide Rule, which won more money in 1943 than 
any other 3-year-old except Count Fleet, made his 
first start in almost three years the other day at 
Santa Anita Park. W. E. Boeing’s stakes win- 
ner ran a good race to finish fourth, about two 
lengths behind the winner. 


On Stallions in California 


T would be a good thing if a California breeder 

could persuade Senator H. W. Ray, owner of 
Hawthorne Stud in Oregon, to let his grand stal- 
lion *Mio d’Arezzo stand in California for at least 
a year. This stallion sired Mioland, which is 
probably the best horse bred on the Pacific Coast. 
He won twice as much as any California-bred 
(except Morvich, which won a little more than 
half as much as Mioland). Now Sirde, another 
horse by *Mio d’Arezzo, has proven that he is one 
of the speediest horses in training. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


It would be a fairly safe prediction that if “Mio 
d’Arezzo were in California and had mares ag 
good as “Beau Pere’s, another California stallion 
would be on one of the lists of the nation’s lead- 
ing sires. The state rule requires a stallion to 
be in California at the time of service in order for 
the foal to be eligible for California-bred races 
and bonuses. So California breeders prefer not 
to send their mares out of the State to be bred to 
*Mio d’Arrezzo. 


It is gratifying to see a group of California- 
breds put their sire well up on the list of the 
country’s leading sires—at least for 2-year-olds. 
This is, of course, *Beau Pere, whose get have 
brought great credit to the State. 


As long as we’re on the subject of stallions in 
California, this writer has often wondered why 
some of the breeders of this State haven’t formed 
syndicates to buy a few more first-class stallions. 
Surely we have many breeders that could afford to 
do so. *Blenheim II, *Teddy, *Sir Gallahad III, 
*Bahram, and By Jimminy are just a few Eastern 
horses that come to mind as owned by groups in 
the East. This method of ownership is even more 
popular in England. 

Most Californians seem to be rugged individual- 
ists, and even if they own but three or four mares, 
they seem to feel that they must have their own 
stallion. Some breeders appear to prefer owning 
outright any horse that will get their mares in 
foal to owning a share in a top-class horse. There 
are probably more stallions per broodmare in 
California than in any other State, and unfor- 
tunately, too few successful ones.

Among the horses which seem to have turned 
the corner of 1946 and found themselves with a 
downhill run at the wire is Concordian, winner of 
the Royal Palm Handicap. The *Sickle—Peace 
gelding, half-brother to Peace Chance, winner of 
the Belmont Stakes and successful sire, was a con- 
sistent performer at two and three, though not 
quite up to winning stakes, and appears to have 
arrived as a handicap contender at four. 

In his first season at the races, running in the 
ownership of P. A. B. Widener, he won three 
races and $6,990, finishing in the money five times 
in nine starts. His most pretentious effort was in 
the East View Stakes, when he was fourth to War 
Jeep and Great Power, which dead-heated for 
first, and Plebiscite, which was third. Last year 
he made only one start in a stakes race and fin- 
ished second to Pot o’ Luck in the Governor Bowie 
Handicap, as the property of B. A. Murphy, of 
Philadelphia, his present owner. Mr. Murphy 
bought him last October for $5,000. At that time 
Concordian was the only horse Mr. Widener had 
in training, and he decided to sell the gelding 
rather than race just one horse. 

After the Governor Bowie, Concordian did not 
start again until January 17, when he scored

In the Royal Palm he carried 118 pounds, ten 
more than in his previous start, and was pitted 
against Pot o’ Luck, one of the distance stars of 
1944, Moon Maiden, winner of a division of the 
Hialeah Inaugural Handicap, and four others. 
Even Pot o’ Luck’s presence, however, didn’t seem 
to overshadow Concordian’s chances, and the 
Murphy gelding was made favorite at 3 to 2. 

Jockey Joe Renick, who had ridden him in his 
preceding race, had Concordian away swiftly, let 
him take a three-length lead going around the 
first turn. At the far turn Concordian led the 
field by four lengths, lost a length before getting 
straightened out in the home stretch, but drew 
away to win by five. Salvo, which had been run- 
ning in second position, was passed by Moon 
Maiden in the stretch and finished third. Pot 0’ 
Lucky was sixth for a short interval, ran last the 
rest of the way. 

Coneordian is nominated for both the 14%-mile 
McLennan Handicap of February 16 and the 14- 
mile Widener Handicap of March 2, two of the 
principal events of Florida winter racing. In the 
$50,000-added Widener he is to carry 109 pounds; 
weights for the McLennan have not yet been an- 
nounced,

As a boxoffice attraction, the Santa Maria 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies proved one of the best 
of the Santa Anita Park meeting, drawing an es- 
timated 53,000 spectators to the track, but it 
brought a sharp rebuke to the loyalties of the na- 
tive Californians who made up its bulk. Glamor 
of the Santa Maria was provided by Enfilade, C. 
V. Whitney’s Kentucky-bred filly, and Honey- 
moon, L. B. Mayer’s California-bred. When these 
two outstanding fillies met in the Santa Susana 
Stakes on January 5, the crowd made Honeymoon 
a 3-to-5 favorite over the Whitney entry, unmind- 
ful that Enfilade had never been unplaced in a 
stakes race, although she had raced against the 
best of her division in the East. Honeymoon, on 
the other hand, had gained her first stakes placing 
only a short time before, and in a race restricted 
to California-breds. 

In the Santa Susana, at six furlongs, Enfilade 
took a five-length lead and held it throughout, 
easily beating Honeymoon. Consequently for the 
Santa Maria the crowd veered to the Whitney 
filly, making her 85 to 100, and raising the Mayer 
entry of Honeymoon and Grandmere to the com- 
paratively long price of 275 to 100. For part of 
the distance of the Santa Maria the backers of 
Enfilade were concerned only with the question 

y how much she would win. Jockey Longden 
hustled her quickly away from the gate, reeled off 
the first quarter in :2144, the half in :45, almost 
two seconds under the track record, the six fur- 
longs in 1:10%. But after she got this far with 
a four-length lead, Enfilade was finished, and 
Honeymoon, which had been lying second, went on 
to win handily by five lengths, while Enfilade 
dropped back to fifth. Ariel Belle, which met in- 
terference entering the stretch, closed fast and 
was second; Going With Me weakened and was 
third after having moved to second in the stretch. 

The Santa Maria was Enfilade’s first race at a 
mile, but Honeymoon had won at that distance in 
the California Breeders’ Champion Stakes on De- 
cember 29. Both fillies are entered in the $100,000 
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Santa Anita Derby of February 23, but neither is 
in the Santa Anita Handicap. 

Honeymoon, bred at the Mayer Farm, Perris, 
Calif., in six starts has won four races, finished 
twice second, earned $51,870. For her pedigree

As in the Hialeah Inaugural Handicap at six 
furlongs, more sprinters were entered for the 
seven-furlong Palm Beach Handicap than could 
be accommodated safely on the Hialeah Park 
track, so the event was split into two divisions. 
The pattern of the Inaugural was duplicated in 
another respect in that Fighting Don, Miss Ger- 
trude Donovan’s capable colt, was the topweight 
of his field with 124 pounds. 

When the field was divided, Fighting Don was 
placed in the first group, running as the fifth 
race, and since he had closed strongly on Kewey 
Dee, winner of the second division of the Inaugu- 
ral, and had been beaten only by a nose, it seemed 
as if the added furlong of the Palm Beach Handi- 
cap would be tailored for him. Accordingly he 
went off as a 7-to-10 favorite, with Kewey Dee the 
second choice at $2.10 to $1. 

When the latch was sprung, however, it was 
Gustave Ring’s Happy Buckie which hooked up 
with Roi Rouge, Maransart, and Kewey Dee as 
they variously matched speed with him in the 
early furlongs.

“Sir Gallahad III, most prolific of all the promi- 
nent stallions of recent years, in 1944 established 
new records in number of producing mares, num- 
ber of winners, number of races won, and aggre- 
gate of first monies earned.

over was by Hindoo, grandson of Vandal, the best son of *Glencoe. In female line Vandal came from 

Lexington’s family. Hanover was inbred to Vandal, his second dam being by that great horse. 


Hamburg’s second dam was the dam of Domino, and Burgomaster’s dam was by the Kentucky Derby 
It’s interesting to note the intense inbreeding in the pedigree of Burgomaster to Lexing- 
ton and the great mare Reel by *Glencoe. Mannie Gray, the dam of Domino, was out of Lizzie G. by War 
War Dance was a son of Lexington and Reel. The dam of Lizzie G. was by Lecompte, who 
was by Boston (sire of Lexington) out of Reel. 

Burgomaster’s dam was Hurley Burley by Riley. Riley was by Longfellow out of Geneva by 
War Dance (by Lexington). Longfellow’s dam was incestuously inbred to *Diomed, and Lexington had 

three crosses of that great Patriarch of the American Stud Book. 


The other Whitney blood in the pedigree of Halcyon, is that of *Meddler, which has proven its 
value on the race courses of this country and Europe for 40 years. 


Halcyon’s dam, Prudery, was a first-class race filly, winning many stakes at two and three, in- 
cluding the Spinaway, the Miller, and the Alabama Stakes, for a total of $47,625. She was beaten a head 
in the rich Hopeful Stakes and in the Kentucky Oaks. Prudery had but 5 foals, dying at the age of 12 

Her produce won a total of $407,220. Victorian won $253,425, and died after four successful stud 
seasons, in which he got the good horses He Did and Can’t Wait. Prudery also foaled Whiskery, win- 
ner of the Kentucky Derby and $108,565; and Halcyon, winner of $45,230. Halcyon was three-fourths 
brother to the other two. 

Polly Flinders, sthe second dam of Halcyon, was an excellent producer. In addition to Prudery, she 
threw Prudish, winner of the Coaching Club American Oaks, and then a very successful broodmare. 
Polly Flinders also is dam of Macaw, full brother to Prudery. Macaw was a stakes winner of $56,650, 
and a successful sire and broodmare sire.. Polly Flinders had several other daughters who became good 


Slippers, the third dam of Halcyon, was half-sister to the Belmont winner Hastings, a leading sire 
and sire of Fair Play—also to the Kentucky Derby winner Plaudit, sire of King James, winner of over 
$100,000, and sire of Spur, he the grandsire of Questionnaire. 

Halcyon’s fourth dam was *Cinderella by Blue Ruin or Tomahawk, and she is one of the important 
mares in the American Stud Book. *Cinderella’s third dam was Lollypop, dam of the important sire 
Sweetmeat, who sired Macaroni. Lollypop was by Voltaire by Blacklock, out of Belinda by Blacklock. 


Both Voltaire and Belinda were important animals in the General Stud Book. This is a family noted 
for its important sires. 


RACING RECORD—Halcyon was an iron horse, raced for 5 seasons, starting 84 times. He won 17 
races, was second in 19, third in 13, for a total of $45,200. His best distance was a mile and an eighth 
or under, and he had speed equal to any horse of his time. He won the following handicaps in the 
Metropolitan area—the Helpful Stakes, Queens County Handicap (twice), Continental, Jamaica, Bay 
Shore and Pierrepont Handicaps.

Racing Needs More 
Full-Time Men 


lt Takes a Lot of Work 


O an ex-corporal who hasn’t yet become well 

enough adjusted that he can hear the jangle 
of brass without springing to a sneer, the very 
suggestion that racing should have a five-star 
general is repulsive. The iron fist system has 
gone out of style with this retired soldier, and it 
never has been popular on the Turf, whose le- 
gionaries traditionally carry a marshal’s baton 
and don’t hesitate to wave it. 

There is, however, an important idea linked 
with the appointment of a Turf generalissimo, 
and it can be borrowed for purposes of study: A 
ezar would devote his full time to racing, and he’d 
be well paid for it. As the American Turf now is 
set up, its regulatory functions are in the hands 
of 20-odd state racing commissions composed of 
political appointees who serve without pay, for 
the most part, and therefore must view racing as 
a sideline. Even so zealous a commissioner as 
Maryland’s George P. Mahoney has to devote a 
major portion of his time to working for a living, 
and can divert only a fraction of his energy to 
racing. 


These racing commissioners get together sev- 
eral times a year and discuss their problems, but 
frequently they aren’t too well informed about 
what’s going on, and what to do about it if it’s 
going wrong. Currently the matter of stimula- 
tion is the hot topic and it has been shown pretty 
clearly that the present system of taking and test- 
ing samples has to be tightened up. This is the 
responsibility of the racing commissions because 
only they have the necessary authority. 

In preparation for the meeting of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners at Los 
Angeles beginning February 25, there was ap- 
pointed along toward mid-January a_ five-man 
committee to consult with the heads of race 
tracks, stable owners, veterinarians, chemists, and 
state attorneys-general, and recommend a fair 
and feolproof means of taking urine and saliva 
samples and testing them for stimulants. 

The committee members live in California, New 
York, Illinois, Maryland, and Florida, and are 


busy men, working for their living at other trades - 


than the Turf. Just how many trainers, stable 
owners, heads of race tracks, veterinarians, chem- 
ists, and state attorneys-general they will find 
time to consult, and how deeply they will probe, 
is an interesting question. The guess is that 


they’ll give it a lick and a promise, because they’ll 
be short of time—five weeks isn’t long enough for 
the sort of investigation that’s needed—and they’ll 
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also be short of money. The states which benefit 
from racing are notably reluctant to plow much of 
that revenue back into the sport. 

The point so painstakingly led up to here is that 
no comparable business, involving so much money, 
so many jobs, so many reputations, is guided by 
so many part-time authorities, both in the commis- 
sion offices and on the race track directorates. 
Whether racing finally seeks leadership in a gen- 
eralissimo, or a national advisory council, or 
elects not to have either, it can use a few opera- 
tives paid to do a full-time job. The formation of 
the Turf Bureau of Investigation is a step for- 
ward, but other departments besides the whodunit 
division need some expert and well paid talent. 


GLOBE TRAVELERS 


BOARD the S. S. Samuel Nelson, which left 
New York harbor on January 28, were five 
Thoroughbred broodmares, a stallion, a 3-year-old, 
and two 2-year-olds headed for Bombay, India, 45 
days away. The horses were owned by Frank 
Kerr of Bombay, who had been keeping them at 
Lexington until shipping facilities were available. 
The mares were Bonguen, by The Porter; 
Yaday, by Mr. Bones; *Leap On, by Poor Man; 
Percent, by *Pharamond II; and_ Ridiculous, by 
Cherokee. The stallion is Taras, 4-year-old dark 
bay son of *Tartarus II—*Hedsor, by Hurstwood. 
The 2-year-olds are Anamirta, ch. c. by *Shifting 
Sands II]—Ridiculous, and Agathos, b. f. by *Tar- 
tarus II—Leap On. The 3-year-old, Ismy, is a 
dark bay or brown colt by Unbreakable—Ismene, 
by Supremus. 

The shipment is in charge of the veteran Mary- 
land horseman Fritz Boniface. Shipping ar- 
rangements were made by M. Harrison and Com- 
pany, New York. 

Also on the Samuel Nelson were the mares 
Vendetta and Perchua, Australian-breds not eli- 
gible to the American Stud Book. They were im- 
ported to America by J. W. Smith, an Australian 
who sent them here without knowing they were 
not eligible for registration in the United States. 
They are consigned to R. E. Harding, Cawnpore, 
India. 

In 1942 Mrs. Dorothy Levin, of New Zealand, 
bought *Tartarus II, *Hedsor, *Leap On, and 
*Skerwether in England, planned to have them 
shipped to her via the United States. Because of 
the war, they were unable to proceed to New 
Zealand and after a lay-over in New York, were 
shipped to Lexington, where they were looked 
after by Thomas B. Cromwell. Taras was foaled 
in this country, and *Tartarus II died here. 
When it became evident that some time would 
elapse before the horses could proceed to New 
Zealand, Mr. Cromwell sold them for Mrs. Levin 
to Mr. Kerr. 

Mr. Cromwell also has at Lexington for Mr. 
Kerr, who formerly lived at Boston, the yearling 
filly Pice, by Pictor—Percent; the yearling filly 
Skerandy, by Andy K.—*Skerwether; and the 
yearling colt On On, by *Haleyon Gift—*Leap 
On.

The Hero of California 


S unpretentiously as he came into the world, 

Morvich, the undefeated 2-year-old of 1921 
and the short-priced Kentucky Derby winner of 
1922, died on January 26 at Arthur Mosse’s Ad 
Astra Farm in California, the State which he had 
represented on the Turf more ably than any other 
of its home-bred horses. 

First of a long succession to be hailed as “the 
best since Man o’ War,” the brown son of Runny- 
mede—Hymir, by Dr. Leggo, started his career as 
a poor relation to Runstar, another son of Runny- 
mede bred by Adolph B. Spreckels. When the 
Spreckels 2-year-olds were taken east by W. C. 
(Catfish Bill) Carroll, Runstar was the stable’s 
hope among the younger horses and Morvich was 
taken along to sell, if possible. The derivation of 
Runstar’s name is obvious—it reflected the sta- 
ble’s confidence that he was to be the big horse. 
Morvich also was well named, in the light of what 
was expected from him. 

According to Morvich, An Autobiography of a 
Horse, published under the auspices of Benjamin 


Block, who owned the colt at the peak of his fame, 
Mr. Spreckels had been late in naming his year- 
lings, and visited the paddocks with Carroll to 
look over the young horses and select names for 
them. “There’s a beauty,” said Spreckels, point- 
ing at Runstar. “Yes,” replied the trainer, “he’s 
sired by Runnymede. Same as that colt yonder,” 
indicating Morvich. 

“Not much similarity,’ observed Spreckels. 
“Look at that fellow’s lumpy knees.” Carroll 
agreed. “I’m afraid he’s the cull of the stable.” 

“Well, name him Morvich,” said Mr. Spreckels. 
“I’ve been reading a Russian novel in which the 
hero, a twisted sort of fellow, bears that name. 
Perhaps the colt, Morvich, may come out from be- 
hind as the man Morvich did.” 

There’s something of the apocryphal in the 
story, but no lack of significance in that it closes 
with a recital of Morvich’s smashing victory in 
the Derby. After that, there simply wasn’t any 
more to tell; the blazing hero guttered out. But 
while he blazed, he was the brightest nova of the 
Turf since Big Red, and his course was eagerly 
followed by the public. 

From the very beginning the Spreckels inter- 
ests apparently were determined to include him

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out of their plans. His first start was in the Suf- 
folk Claiming Stakes at Jamaica on May 6, 1921. 
He opened at 30 to 1 and closed at 30 to 1, won by 
ten lengths, but the victory apparently did not 
impress his owner. Two days later the colt was 
sold to Max Hirsch for a reported $4,500. Hirsch 
then sold him to Fred Burlew for a reported 
$7,500, without having started him, and Burlew 
immediately won two races with him, at Jamaica 
on May 16 and at Aqueduct on June 17. 

Benjamin Block, a Wall-streeter, became inter- 
ested in the colt and bought a half-interest from 
Burlew, later bought the trainer’s share for 
$35,000, according to report. That season he won 
11 successive races and $115,285. In his last five 
starts he accounted for the United States Hotel 
Stakes, the Saratoga Special, the Hopeful, the 
Eastern Shore Handicap, and the Pimlico Fu- 
turity. 

There was a pretty solid conviction among 
horsemen, however, that Morvich was strictly a 
sprinter and would not be able to carry his speed 
throughout the 114 miles of the Derby. Trainer 
Burlew caused further speculation by not sending 
the colt farther than six furlongs during his 
Derby preparation, but his glamorous accomplish- 
ments at two had fascinated the public and he 
went to the post for the Kentucky Derby on May 
13, 1922, a year and a week after his first start, 
at 6 to 5. Sprinter or not, he ran like a 1-to-1,000 
shot. Jockey Albert Johnson had him off on top, 
and there he stayed. According to the chart, 
“Morvich ran as if he outclassed the others, was 
kept in the lead under hard restraint for the first 
mile and drew away in the stretch to win under a 
pull.” His winning margin was 1% lengths over 
the Idle Hour Farm’s Bet Mosie. 

It has been related by some commentators that 
Burlew “fooled” Morvich into winning the Derby, 
that he trained him for a short race at high speed, 
hoping he would establish a commanding lead be- 
fore tiring. In any event, he never again suc- 
ceeded in “fooling” the son of Runnymede, for

Morvich ran second in his next three starts, then 
was unplaced for the only time in his career. Mr. 
Block decided to retire his Derby winner, put him 
in the stud. 

For some time prior to the birth of Morvich, 
California Thoroughbred breeding had been a sort 
of inconspicuous oasis in a desert that stretched 
from Kentucky to the Pacific. California breed- 
ers continued to raise horses but relied on the old 
bloodlines that remained from more flourishing 
days, and as a consequence Morvich’s pedigree 
contained names not familiar to breeders in the 
East. Thus he was not accorded fair opportuni- 
ties by Kentucky breeders. 

His first crop at the stud consisted of only four 
foals, only one of which won at two. His second 
crop included five foals, among them Mordine, 
winner of five races at two and a stakes winner 
at three and four. His fourth crop, the largest 
he ever had, numbered 17, but did not include 
any stakes winners. 

The anticlimactic end to his racing career, plus 
his unfashionable pedigree, combined to make him 
suspect in the eyes of breeders, and he got few 
good mares. Late in 1939, after he had been 
standing for some years at Miss Elizabeth Dain- 
gerfield’s Haylands Farm, at Lexington, he was 
moved to Arthur Mosse’s place in California. The 
Mosse family idolized the old horse but by then 
the West had forgotten the hero which had car- 
ried its banner in the Derby, and he was only 
sparsely patronized. 

Through 19 seasons in the stud, and including 
his offspring racing in 1944, he had sired 175 
foals, including 102 winners of 959 races. Their 
total earnings were $783,348, plus £809 won by 
Morstone and Morfair in England. His stakes 
winners were Mordine, Mordrom, Morsun, Mor- 
shion, Morstone, Morfair, Morpluck, Morearine, 
Downy Pillow, General Manager, and Old Union. 


Belmont Farm Leased 


Mrs. H. A. Cobb, who for several years has 
been operating Woodridge Farm, on the Winches- 
ter Road near Lexington, as a breeding establish- 
ment for Thoroughbred horses, has leased a part 
of the former Nursery Stud, about three miles 
from Lexington on the Georgetown Pike. The 
farm has a large number of paddocks and fields, 
with barns equipped with electric lights and city 
water. Mrs. Cobb now has possession of a part 
of the farm and will take over the remainder cov- 
ered by her lease on the first of March. 

The Belmont Farm, as it was known in recent 
years, when leased in part by Edgar Zantker, has 
long been known as one of the outstanding Thor- 
oughbred farms of the country. It was the for- 
mer home of Hastings, Fair Play, and *Rock 
Sand, and the birthplace of Man o’ War, Chance 
Play, Chance Shot, and other noted horses. 

Ken Cobb, former trainer, recently returned 
from four years military service in the European 
and Pacific Theatres of War, will live on the place 
and will be associated with his mother in its op- 
eration. Mrs. Cobb intends to provide facilities 
for boarding mares and breaking yearlings. Ex- 
tensive repairs are planned. 
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Hindu Kush Goes to Tennessee 


D. E. Holeman, acting for Mrs. John M. Bran- 
ham, owner of Foxland Hall at Gallatin, Tenn., 
last week completed arrangements under which 
the 4-year-old Hindu Kush will enter the stud this 
spring as the joint property of Mrs. Branham and 
C. V. Whitney. The colt was to be vanned from 
the Whitney farm at Lexington to Foxland Hall 
as soon as possible. 

Hindu Kush, foaled in 1942, is a bay colt by 
*Mahmoud out of Frilette, by Man o’ War, second 
dam *Frillery, by Broomstick, third dam Petti- 
coat, by Hamburg. Frilette, winner of the Bel- 
dame Handicap and five other races in her two 
seasons on the tracks, has been a distinguished 
producer. Her first four foals included the stakes 
winners Cravat and Jabot, and the winner Pep- 
lum, a good-class filly placed in stakes, all by 
*Sickle. To the cover of Equipoise she produced 
Equestrian, winner and sire of the outstanding 
1945 distance runner Stymie. She had two other 
winners, Whiffle, by Reigh Count, and Alamein, 
by *Sickle, before she produced Hindu Kush. 

The son of *Mahmoud won four of his 11 
starts as a 2-year-old in 1944, and was once third, 
earning $11,495. His victories included the Spald- 
ing Lowe Jenkins Handicap. In his last start as 
a 2-year-old he was injured in the starting gate, 
and X-ray pictures revealed a fractured vertebra 
in his neck. Despite the unusual nature of the 
injury it was at first hoped that he could be put 
back in training, but after a year’s wait it was 
decided to put him in service as a stallion.

Telefilm Control at Chicago 


The Telefilm Control System of photographing 
races in their entirety will be employed at the 
Washington Park and Arlington Park meetings 
this year. The system was introduced at Holly- 
wood Park last fall and now is being used at 
Santa Anita Park. It employs six movie cameras 
located on towers spaced around the track so that 
head-on photos may be made during the running 
of a race. The California Horse Racing Board 
now requires that some such system of photo- 
graphing races be used at all tracks in the State. 
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MR. CLARK CHECKS OUT 


MONG American breeders none is more given 

to far-ranging experimentation with blood- 
lines, and sometimes to downright whimsy, than 
Robert Sterling Clark, of New York, who owns 
Sundridge Farm at Upperville, Va., breeds and 
races horses in the United States, France, and 
England, and ships his stock from almost any- 
where to almost anywhere. 

Some time ago one of Mr. Clark’s whimsies 
brought him into stout conflict with The Jockey 
Club of New York. Mr. Clark had an Arabian 
mare which was registered with the General Stud 
Book in England, brought to America, and regis- 
tered with the American Stud Book. The Jockey 
Club about two years ago adopted a policy of re- 
fusing thenceforth to register Arabian horses 
with the American Stud Book. When Mr. Clark 
attempted to register a filly by *Happy Argo out 
of the Arab mare, The Jockey Club declined the 
application. Since the dam was already in the 
American Stud Book Mr. Clark protested loudly. 
The Jockey Club declined to budge. 

Last week Mr. Clark said to the devil with 
them. He announced that he was through with 
racing in America. He would continue to breed 
horses here and abroad, but presumably he would 
not take any more chances with stock which in- 
vited registration difficulties in America. His 
racing stable will be sold by publie auction at Hia- 
leah Park February 15, except for his 2-year-olds, 
which will be shipped to England at the earliest 
opportunity, to join the stable which Matt Pea- 
cock will train for Mr. Clark. 

Mr. Clark will retain as a pensioner the stakes- 
winning gelding Colchis. Trainer Vincent Mara 
has been dismissed, and H. S. Finney, who has 
acted as manager for Mr. Clark, will be retained 
only on an occasional basis. Gerald McElligott, 
of the British Bloodstock Agency, who recently 
visited Mr. Clark in America, will be his manager 
in England.

ACING in Maryland during 1945 returned the 
State a total of $3,815,993.37 in revenue from 
112 racing days, according to the annual report 
of the Maryland Racing Commission. This is an 
increase of $958,225.58 over 140 days in 1944, the 
best previous year. At two major tracks and four 
minor ones operating in 1945, a total of $103,674,- 
485 was bet. Besides the money received by the 
State, $138,000 was paid in taxes to Baltimore 
County by the Pimlico track, and four other coun- 
ties received $500 each. 

The State’s total came from these sources: 
$6,000 daily tax at Laurel Park and Pimlico; a 2 
per cent tax on pari-mutuel betting at the large 
tracks; 2 per cent on betting in excess of $500,000 
at the smaller tracks; 15 per cent of the net 
profits at all tracks; breakage at the major 
tracks; and miscellaneous fees, such as licenses. 
The breakage, paid to the State last year for the 
first time, amounted to $714,579.95. 

Betting at Pimlico during 11 days in the spring 
and 35 days in the fall totaled $52,869,459. Laurel 
Park betting was $39,255,753. The mutuel han- 
dle at each track was up about $5,000,000 over 
1944. Betting at the four minor tracks set a new 
record, and was $1,714,277 higher than in 1944. 
The handle was as follows: Bel Air—$3,639,- 
174; Marlboro—$3,090,309; Cumberland—$2,587,- 
428; and Hagerstown—$2,232,362. The total was 
$11,549,273.

Stolen Horses 
Are Returned 


Stallions, Mares Among Them 


ARIS, January 6 (By Airmail).—Thorough- 

breds continue to be returned to France from 
German soil, where they were taken by the Nazis 
during the occupation years. The agreement 
under which the race horses are being returned 
was formulated at a meeting of the United Na- 
tions at London exactly three years ago, when it 
was announced that all spoils lifted from occu- 
pied countries by the “Aryans” would be returned 
to their native land. The French Ministry of 
Agriculture, in a broad interpretation of this 
agreement, obtained the right to bring back the 
best Thoroughbred stock. For six months the 
Ministry, which controls all stud farms and 
breeding within the country, has persevered in an 
effort to get back the stock. A special mission 
composed of M. Vincent, Inspector-General of 
stud farms, Lucien Robert, and Commandant de 
Pibrac, director of the remount service of the 
French army in the Paris area, was sent to Alte- 
feld and has produced results. 

Latest of the “stolen wares” to be returned 
were a number of stallions and mares belonging 
to the Baron Edouard de Rothschild, which in- 
cluded the stallions Teleferique and London Traf- 
fic. In addition, the grand old stallion Biribi, now 
23 years old, and his son Birikil, both winners of 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, France’s great 
annual handicap, were restored to their owner, M. 
Simon Guthman. Biribi and his son were sent 
directly to the Rothschild stables at Chantilly, 
along with the entire shipment, there to be par- 
celed out to their respective owners. 

Owners having broodmares returned to them 
included the Aga Khan, whose Her Ladyship 
made the trip back from Altefeld; Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger, who recovered Ziraleet; Anne de 
Bretagne, and Kitchen Maid, and Simon Guthman 
with Lady Sarah, Excuse, Kill Lady, and Zone 
d’Alpage. 


All-Time Record for Boussac 


The release of the statistics on winning owners, 
trainers and jockeys revealed some interesting 
figures, but none which startled French Turf fans 
at all, especially in the winning-owners class. 
Marcel Boussac, as everyone knew, headed the 
list, but his total of 15,428,275 inflated francs set 
a new all-time high for a winning owner. Never 
before in the history of the French Turf has an 
owner even approached this fantastic figure.

Third was Robert Patereau, owner of Nikellora, 
best 3-year-old mare of the year and winner of 
the 1945 Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, which was 
worth a cool 1,200,000 francs. Fourth was Leon 
Volterra with 3,390,430 francs, and fifth Louis 
Ducom with 2,567,120 francs. 

In the matter of race-winning jockeys, Bous- 
sac’s contract rider, Doyasbere, dropped to third 
with 45 victories. First was R. Poincelet, who 
rode often and well at all meetings in the Paris 
area and garnered a good many of his wins in 
cheaper-class races. C. Bouillon, one of the best 
in France today and pilot of Basileus in his vic- 
tory in the Prix du Conseil Municipal, was second 
with 49. 

Leading money-winning trainer was Charles 
Henry Semblat with 51 victories to his credit and 
a total of 15,428,275 frances. Semblat is the train- 
er for Boussac. Far behind him in second spot 
was Rene Pelat, with 6,235,990 frances, and trail- 
ing Pelat were Henri Count with 4,126,325 francs, 
and John Cunnington with 3,810,055. 

In the steeplechase and hurdle category, the 
Comte F. de Ganay led all other owners with 
4,749,075 francs; then came Mme. L. Aurouss 
with 2,673,360 frances, Comte A. de Fels with 
2,455,000, and Jean Stern with 2,385,300 francs, 
fourth. 

The leading trainer was William Head, whose 
38 victories and 7,135,620 frances was tops. Rob- 
ert Wallon was second with 33 wins and 5,921,705 
francs, and Noel Pelat third with 22 wins and 
4,174,425 franes.

A Million for Improvements 


Improvements estimated to cost from $1,000,000 
to $1,250,000 are contemplated at Belmont Park, 
Aqueduct, Jamaica, and Saratoga, according to 
plans announced by the track managements. 
About $400,000 will be spent at Aqueduct. Bel- 
mont and Jamaica have earmarked an estimated 
$300,000 each for new construction, and Saratoga 
plans to spend about $250,000. 

Belmont Park is contemplating the construction 
of a steel tunnel under the track, to make the in- 
field available to the public. If the plan is 
adopted, seating facilities, mutuel windows, lunch 
counters, and rest rooms will be built in the in- 
field. Other improvements at the track are ex- 
pected to add about 5,000 seats. Use of the in- 
field is expected to give the track a capacity of 
100,000 spectators. Additional stable facilities 
also are planned. 

The tracks are said to have hired parking ex- 
perts to handle the expected automobile traffic, 
and improvements are to be made to relieve bottle- 
necks at railway stations. 

The New York Journal-American reported that 
Empire City officials are looking for a new loca- 
tion, and that Belmont Park also is casting about 
for another site. It stated also, “One new asso- 
ciation is expected to be formed, providing a huge 
arena.”
